4. He has, through neglect and even active opposition 
damaged the Boulder Canyon project on the Colorado 
| River, and throughout his administration has taken sides 
with the enemies of the Swing-Johnson high dam and all- 
eas eanal bill. In the same spirit of obstinate in- 
difference he has refused State support of other water 
development matters, of forest protection, and similar 
economic issues. It was his wish that defeated the Metro- 
politan water district bill, and his hand that vetoed the 
-|Hast Bay water bills and the Stockton flood control and 
deep channel measures. 

5. He has crippled the State Railroad Commission by 
withholding adequate funds for its support, and has made 
appointments to this and other regulatory boards and 
commissions that are more in sympathy with the big utili- 
ties they are supposed to regulate than with the mass of 
people for whose benefit regulation was first established. 
Such recent decisions as the Fast Bay ferry permits, street 

ear and ferry fare increases, and the Southern California 

telephone case are merely the first logical fruit of the new 
policy established under the Governor. 

6. Richardson came into office thundering criticism 
against State highway expenditures. Under his regime 
new highway construction has entirely ceased. After 
asking the legislature to provide a method of financing new 
construction, he vetoed the proposed gas tax measure, and 
offered no other method to take its place. 

7. He has been a heavy liability to the farmers, first 
ruthlessly slashing appropriations for the support of all 
farm agencies and State activities, and last year vetoing 
all of the major farm bills that had been asked by the 

| farmers themselves, These included the commission mer- 
taioae bill, eradication of the camel thorn vine, the citris 
| white fly and other farm pests. The costly hoof and 

mouth epidemic came into the State under quarintine 
regulations which had been relaxed for want of funds un- 
der the Richardson “economy” regime. 

8. Organized labor has found him an unrelenting foe, 
received the ae of the legislature. He drove the 
secretary of the State Federation of Labor from labor’s 
most important commission, Immigration and Housing 
and slashed all appropriations for the upkeep of labor 
agencies, and attempted to kill the Immigration and Hous- 
ing Commission entirely. 

9. Hehasbeenanenemy of the ex-service men, 
vetoing 12 of the 13 bills passed for the veterans at the 
last session. 

10. All humanitarian agencies of the State have suffer- 
jed under the constant assaults made upon them by the 
present administration. These assaults have come in 

various ways, first through withholding of adequate funds 
for their support, second, through replacement of able 
officials by Richardson newspaper supporters or spoils- 
imen, and finally through vetoing all of such measures as 
‘e passed by the legislature. 

i. Every one of the professions—the doctors, the law- 
yers, the dentists, the teachers, the optometrists and others 
have felt the Governor's veto sting and displeasure. 
Fees they pay into boards established for the protection 
of their callings he has attempted to seize for other uses. 
and appropriations for their boards, made OUT OF 
| THEIR OWN FEES, he has cut down to the damage of 
their efficiency. 

12. Through posing as the champion of the people 
against taxation, his only official acts have been to shift 
State expenses upon counties and local communities, thus 
lightening the tax burden of the public utility corporation 
and increasing the taxes of the citizen taxpayers. 

13. Richardson has been the arch-spoilsman of his era. 
At his orders the notorious Bromley spoils bill was forced 
through the first legislature of his administration, later 
pocket-vetoed by him because of his fear of its political 
reaction upon him. Even without its aid, he has filled im- 
portant offices with men whose principal qualification is 
subserviency to the governor and in some instances with 
his own relatives, displacing tried officials of experience 
and far better ability. 

14, Governor Richardson is temmperamentally unfit to 
occupy, with credit to the State, the high position he now 
holds. This unfitness was exhibited at the time of Presi- 
dent Harding’s death here; it was revealed by his discour- 
teous treatment of Herbert Hoover, when the secretary 
of Commerce ecalted upon him with proposals for federal 
and State co-operation in the solution of the California 
water problem; it was again revealed when he refused to 
geet six visiting governors and their wives at Santa Mon- 
iea. Towards Califor mians, men and women, calling upon 
him at his executive offices, he has not hesitated to exhibit ; 
conduct described by these who felt insulted, as “boor- 
ish” and even “vulgar.”
